Two-Cenls a Gallon Is Levied 
When 
Governor 
Pinchot 
Signs Wheeler Measure; 
( ountv Gets Shane. 


G ettysburg and A dam s county m o­ 


torists will be obliged to pay the 2- 
cent a gallon tax on gasoline for an ­ 
other tw o-year period, sta rtin g June 
30, as a result o f G overnor Pinchot's 
approval o f the W heeler 
m easure. 
Thursday night. 
The bill re-enacts the “em ergency” 
gasoline tax of 1923, and under the 
present law would be autom atically 
repealing June 30, 1927— unless re­ 
enacted again by the 1927 legislature. 
A s with the em ergency tax, only 
one-half of the first cent of tax is 
returned to the counties, while the 
sta te retains IU* cen ts o f the tax on 
each gallon. 
The state' m oney, how ­ 
ever, unlike 
the 
past, 
w ill not be 
available for general 
purposes, but 
w ill be paid into the m otor fund for 
road m aintenance and construction. 
and to pay sinking fund charges on 
read bonds. 
The tax is expected to 
net 
the 
state $10,000,000 
during 
the tw o- 
year period iii which it is effective. 
The half cent which is returned to 
counties m ay be silent not only for 
rood building, but for paying interest 
on county bonds for road purposes. 
Refunds are made to counties in pro­ 
portion to the am ount o f tax collected 
in those counties. 
This is the second o f the revenue- 
raising bills approved by the G over­ 
nor, the other one, for the general 
fund, having been the Edmonds bill 
which requires 
all 
banks 
to pay a 
uniform tax of four m ills 
on actual 
value of their capital stock. The Ed­ 
monds bill is expected to »we$! tile 
general fund by approxim ately $800,- 
000 in two years.

I have rarely, fever, seen troops under more trying 
conditions! From his cohirtmnding pr sition on the hill, the enemy literally 
dominated thorn, In a positron in which the Pennsylvanians, nevertheless, 
had to reman* in quiet, wit’.tout advar icing or icririrm. They held it with the 
greatest balance and self possession They never grdw Wild or excited. They 
were on the spot and they stayed there— harried ady and night by the 
enemy. Literally, a blade of grass could not sway without calling down 
hostile fire. The enemy was nervous, raid p ep p ery. T he balanced, calm con­ 
duct cf the Division in all its service under me on this occasion made me 
think it one of tht 'best that I ever c(4nmunded. I later had it when I came 
to the command of the Second Army and it made a like record there.”
